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State Aviation Project Committee 
Named as Special Legislature looms

In anticipation of a call by 
Governor Earl Warren for a 
special session of the Legisla­ 
ture, Colonel Alexander R. Heron, 
Stale Director of Reconslruclion 
and Reemployment has an­ 
nounced the appointment of a 
State Aviation Project Commit­ 
tee, which, In cooperation with 
the Assembly Airports and Avi­ 
ation Interim Committee, will 
draft and recommend urgent 
legislation. ,

Loyd Wrlght, Los Angeles 
attorney, who was chairman of 
the State Rcconstruclion and 
Rccmploy m en t Commission^ 
first avialion project commltlce, 
will serve in the same position 
with the new committee.

In announcing the new com­ 
mittee m e m b e rs h'l p, .Colonel 
Heron said:

  'The Commission's former 
committee on aviation developed 
and presenled several measures

  to Ihc 1945 regular logrslalivc 
session. The presentation was 
made in full cooperation with 
the Assembly Aviation Interim 
Committee, of which Assembly­ 
man William H. Rosenlhal was 
chairman. For various reasons, 
the principal measures advo­ 
cated were not enacted.

"The last session of the Leg­ 
islature created a new interim 
committee to study airport pro­ 
jects and aviation. Assembly­ 
man Ernest -E. .Debs of I-os An­ 
geles Is chairman of this com­ 
mittee. It«is planned to have 
the new State Aviation Project 
Commitlee work closely wllh 
this Interim committee, making 
joint recommendations for ur­ 
gent aviation legislation for pre­ 
sentation to the anticipated spec­ 
ial session of the Legislature.

"The great strides made in 
aviation during the war, to­ 
gether with California's stra­ 
tegic position, both in point of 
military and civil aviation, make 
It necessary to develop laws
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which will still further aid air 
transportation."
